UP! 

People still say that, right?

Do you need to reach for the dictionary to double-check 
the definition of “F-Bomb” and “sexting”? Probably not. 

But now you could if you wanted to. 

The Merriam-Webster’s Collegiate Dictionary has added “F 
Bomb” and “sexting” to its list of new dictionary entries 
for 2012 along with the likes of “mash-up,” “aha mo- 
ment,” “cloud computing” and “earworm.” (An 
earworm is a song or tune you just can’t get our 
of your head.) 

The dictionary’s editors pride themselves on 
monitoring the evolution of language, and the 
creative new terms that seemingly overnight 
become part of the lexicon. 

“Some of the new words this year provide col- 
orful images,” Merriam-Webster editor at large 
Peter Sokolowski said in a statement posted online. 

“Terms like ‘man cave,’ ‘underwater’ (when used to de- 
scribe mortgages), ‘earworm,’ and ‘bucket list’ paint vivid pictures in 
your mind. They show that English-speakers can be very creative as 
they describe the world around them.” 

The list also includes the likes of copernicium (a new chemi- 
cal element) as well as phrases and terms so common you wonder 
why they need to be defined. Those include “energy drink,” “game 
changer,” “gassed,” and “gastropub.” 

“Systemic risk,” is described as “the risk that the failure of one 
financial institution (as a bank) could cause other interconnected 
institutions to fail and harm the economy as a whole.” 

The raciest words on the list, of course, are “sexting” and “F- 
Bomb.” “Sexting” is defined as a blend of the words sex and texting, 
and first came into use in 2007. As most everyone knows, it’s the act 
of sending racy messages or photos by cellphone. 

We’re not going to fully define “F-Bomb,” other than to say that 
the dictionary considers it “a lighthearted and printable euphe- 
mism” for something far more offensive.

The gunman was shot by officers who re- 
sponded to a 911 call of shots fired at a home in 
a leafy neighborhood near the Texas A&M Uni- 
versity campus shortly after noon, McCollum 
said at a late afternoon press conference. 


The gunman was identified as Thomas Caf- 
fall, 35, according to College Station police 
spolceswoman Officer Rhonda Seaton. 

The gunfire prompted Texas A&M to issue 
a Code Maroon warning on its website just be- 
fore 12:30 p.m., stating that an “active shooter” 
was in the area and warning students and others 
to stay away 

Brazos County constable Bryan Bachmann 
was shot by a man at the home, McCollum said. 
He refused to describe the gunman’s weapon, 
whether he owned or rented the home, or 
whether he said anything at the time of the 
shooting. 

McCollum said police “took fire from the sus- 
pect” and fired back, “neutralizing the threat.”

Surgery puts Uriacher 
out of commission— 
but for how long?

If you haven’t done so already start holding your 
breath, Bears fans. 

After missing two weeks of training camp 
and being gone for a week for personal reasons, 
middle linebacker Brian Uriacher has undergone 
arthroscopic surgery on his left knee. 

An NFL source told the Tribune that Uriacher 
underwent the procedure Tuesday 26 days before 
the start of the regular season. The Bears and Ur- 
iacher have maintained all along that he will be 
ready to play in the season opener Sept. 9. It is 
unknown at this point if Tuesday’s surgery will 
alter that timeline. 

Uriacher was asked in an interview Monday 
with WFLD Fox-32 if he had arthroscopic sur- 
gery during the time he was away from training 
camp last week. 

“No,” Uriacher told Fox-32. “I am pretty sure if 


I got surgery we have to tell the NFL from what 
I understand, right? I definitely didn’t get knee 
surgery I was gone for personal reasons.” 

Fox host Lou Canellis then asked Uriacher if 
there was an arthroscopic surgery he could have 
and return in two weeks. 

“I don’t know,” Uriacher said. “I am just go- 
ing to keep resting right now. I have never had 
a scope. I don’t know how that stuff works. This 
is the first time I have ever done anything to my 
knee so I am kind of new to this.” 

It’s certainly possible Uriacher and the team 
decided later Monday that it was best for him to 
have the knee examined. He suffered sprained 
ligaments Jan. i at Minnesota. Uriacher was 
held out of the offseason program as he rehabili- 
tated the knee and felt fine when training camp 
opened. 

But a week of wear and tear on the practice 
field caused the knee to swell up and he was shut 
down. 

Nick Roach has been playing middle lineback- 
er in his place with Geno Hayes working with the 
first team at strong-side linebacker.

And I 
don’t regret a second of my choices, because 
preseason NFL football is the single dumb- 
est thing in American sports. Dumber than 
the Pro Bowl. Dumber than the designated 
hitter. Dumber than the Jazz being in Utah, 
where music is illegal. 

The 2008 Detroit Lions went 4-0 in the 
preseason. They went 0-16 in the regs. I 
could just drop the mic right there. 

Playing professional football carries risk. 
And entertaining football requires full effort 
from all players and coaches. Preseason 
football is not football. It contains football- 
ish material. It’s footballesque, but not 
quite football. The pervasive fear of injuries 
sustained during a meaningless game drives 
the entire concept even deeper into the 
meaningless abyss, rendering every single 
play of preseason football as relevant as Lark 
Voorhees is to today’s teens. 

So how many preseason games should there 
be? Commissioner Quigley wants none, but 
he’ll compromise with one. One single, stupid, 
pointless preseason game per team. Maybe 
make the Hall of Fame Game participants 
play two, fine. Every single thing an NFL team 
“needs to work on” in a preseason game can be 
done on the practice field. Need to simulate 
crowd noise? Buy some giant speakers, press 
play on some Dragonforce, enjoy 

All those players fighting for roster spots 
can do that fighting in Bourbonnais, away 
from TV cameras and our precious sports 
attention spans. Besides, we haven’t even had 
our fantasy drafts yet.

Odds-on failure 


‘The Odd Life of Timothy 
Green’ trumps ‘A Thousand 
Words’ as worst movie 

Take the remark- 
ably disingenuous 
“Extremely Loud and 
Incredibly Close,” then 
replace the exploitation 
of 9/11 with an insult- 
ing adoption fairy tale, 
and you’ve got “The 
Odd Life ofTimothy 
Green,” a family film so 
simultaneously phony 
and saccharine that 
five out of five dentists 
guarantee it will rot 
both your teeth and 
brain. (Results not scientific.) 

Ten-year-old Timothy Green (CJ Adams) 
literally emerges from the ground when Jim 
(Joel Edgerton) and Cindy Green (Jennifer 
Garner) bury a box with descriptions of their 
hypothetical, ideal child after learning they 
will never be able to conceive one of their own. 
Don’t worry though. Timothy’s personality has 
been expertly designed (by “Dan in Real Life” 
writer-director Peter Hedges, working from a 


story by Ahmet Zappa) to maximize wit and 
cuteness while avoiding any possible complica- 
tions or emotional challenges presented by a 
kid trying to acclimate to a new family 

Timothy calls Cindy and Jim “Mom” and 
“Dad” right away without batting an eye when 
Cindy initially asks about his parents. He 
doesn’t mind when his new mom tries to cut 
off the leaves growing from his ankles, smiling 
like a perfect little pixie who has no self-esteem 
issues but embraces his parents’ plan to hide 
his unusual foliage. And despite Timothy sup- 
posedly being “honest to a fault,” he withholds 
crucial information about what happens when 
his leaves fall off (cough, ‘A Thousand Words”) 
so “The Odd Life” can achieve peak levels of 
empty manipulation. The only impact is that 
at one point you wonder if maybe Timothy’s 
about to reveal that he’s the Antichrist or 
something. 

As if this weren’t enough, the film takes place 
in the small town of Stanleyville, the “pencil 
factory of the world,” which means Jim’s a pen- 
cil inspector, Cindy gives tours of the factory 
and a major plot point involves the develop- 
ment of a new kind of pencil. (Common plays 
the coach of Timothy’s soccer team called, yes, 
the Erasers.) 

Cindy can’t stand her uptight boss Ms. Crud- 
staff (Dianne Wiest), who figures most promi-

nently in a scene in which Timothy volunteers 
to take another stab at drawing her portrait. 

As he lets her hair down and sketches her, one 
person in the screening shouted “Titanic,” 
underlining a scene that already dripped with 
creepiness and unsettling intimacy between 
an elderly woman and a young boy Though 
that’s not much more ridiculous than a scene 
in which Jim, Cindy and Timothy perform an 
a cappella version of War’s “Low Rider,” with 
Timothy on cowbell. 

Locusing on people who can’t conceive 
and a character who springs from the page, 
“Odd Life” follows “The Babymakers” and 
“Ruby Sparks,” respectively, without honestly 
confronting either situation. Instead, this of- 
fensive garbage, aside from the fair point about 
parents who filter their own failures through 
their children, hops from one cloying moment 
to the next. 

The story of “Odd Life” unfolds as Cindy 
and Jim recount their experiences with Timo- 
thy teUing an adoption counselor (Shohreh 
Aghdashloo), “You’re going to find it hard to 
believe.”

CHEAP DATE 


WHERE TWO PEOPLE CAN EAT FOR $25 OR LESS

Cheap Japanese food is ubiquitous, but 
you’re generally making a big sacrifice, either 
in the quality of the sushi or the hipness of 
the dining room. Kai Zan makes no com- 
promises. This matchbox of a restaurant in 
Humboldt Park opened without fanfare ear- 
lier this summer, but word already is spread- 
ing about the romantic, whimsical interior 
and creative, affordable menu. Add a BYOB 
policy ($5 corkage fee), and couples are sav- 
ing money on drinks too. While the portion 
sizes aren’t huge, small price tags mean you 
can order a solid sampling of the menu. 

Main attraction: Creativity The restaurant 
is owned by twin brothers Melvin and Carlo 
Vizconde, who sharpened their knives at 
venerable sushi spots Kamehachi and Kyoto 
before opening Kai Zan. It shows: Tako 
wasabi ($6) pairs perfectly cooked octopus 


with a house-made wasabi dressing so spicy 
it tingled my nose ... and then made me come 
back for more. A cauliflower miso skewer 
with soybean paste ($3) is complex and fla- 
vorful, and served with a side of ginger slaw 
I’d like to order by the pint. On the pricier 
side, an Orange Rush sushi ($8) of salmon, 
scallop and citrus glaze packs a richness I 
didn’t expect from sushi. 

Best value: $4 maki rolls. Yes, you read 
that correctly Eight-piece rolls are crazy 
affordable, though on the smaller side. Still, 
the quality is there. An unagi roll (barbecued 
eel) is neither too salty nor syrupy common 
criticisms of this type of maki. Likewise, an 
escarole roll is pleasantly bright. In an ador- 
able nod to Japanese hospitality piping hot 
green tea is complimentary

The bad: It’s heavier than a collapsible plas- 
tic bottle, and you can’t put it the freezer, but 
the manufacturer did make the bottle’s mouth 
wide enough to accept small ice cubes. We 
wish S’weU offered an attachment to force ice 
cubes into the bottle’s mouth. Our solution 
has been to use the S’well cap to force a cube 
down if it’s stuck in the bottle’s neck. But we 
seldom add ice because S’well keeps a drink 
cold enough anyway
